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Introduction 


The Statistics Canada Catalogue comprises five major 
sections: an introduction, bibliographic descriptions with 
abstracts for each publication, maps, an author, title and 
subject index and ordering directions. 


The introduction describes the catalogue’s organization 
and numbering system and the availability of non- 
printed data sources. It also indicates additional sources 
of Statistics Canada products and information services, 
and lists Statistics Canada Regional Reference Centres 
and Depository Libraries. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE CATALOGUE 


Publication descriptions are organized by catalogue 
number, and are grouped by subject. Publications from 
the 1981 and 1986 Censuses are grouped by census 
year. The third digit of the catalogue numbers identifies 
which year: 9 for 1981 or 1 for 1986. Thus, catalogue 
number 92-901 precedes 92-104. Serial entries include: 
catalogue number, title, frequency, date of first issue, 
language(s), series statement where applicable, 
International Standard Serial Number (ISSN), Dewey 
Decimal Classification Number and a brief descriptive 
abstract. Monograph entries include: catalogue number 
or catalogue number range for those issued in more 
than one volume, title, statement of responsibility, series 
statement where applicable, edition statement, 
pagination, size, date of publication, International 
Standard Book Number (ISBN), Dewey Decimal 
Classification Number, and a brief descriptive abstract. 
Prices are included in all entries. 


NUMBERING SYSTEM 


Nearly all Statistics Canada publications have a unique 
five-digit catalogue number to provide easy 
identification. These numbers are formulated as follows:

A change in the frequency of a publication will 
automatically result in a change in the third digit of its 
catalogue number. However, there are some exceptions; 
the Statistics Canada Library has detailed notes 
available for consultation. 


Fourth and Fifth Digits. Sequential numbers are 
issued to every publication in each sub-group. This 
ensures every publication has a unique, permanent 
number. 


Suffix "E" or "F". This indicates publications for which 
separate English and French editions are issued. 


* The major and sub-group numbers are given in the 
Table of Contents.

OTHER DATA FORMATS 


CANSIM (Canadian socio-economic 
information management system) 


The Electronic Data Dissemination Division (EDDD) is 
responsible for CANSIM, — Statistics | Canada’s 
computerized database network and _ information 
retrieval service. It provides public access to current 
and historical statistics in various forms, as well as 
specialized data manipulation and analysis packages, 
graphics facilities, and a bibliographic search service. 


On-line Access 


The CANSIM Time Series Database, or Main Base, 
offers detailed and conceptually compatible sets of 
aggregated time series on many _ subjects, most 
pertaining to business and the economy. The Main 
Base, now comprising about 400,000 series, is available 
to the public at a commercial data processing service 
bureau. A subset of the complete base, known as the 
Mini Base, is available from licensed secondary 
distributors who, in turn, offer the public a wide variety 
of data access services. 


Data Retrieval Services 


CANSIM retrieval services are also offered by Statistics 


Canada. CANSIM time series data can be obtained in — 


conventional tabular formats and in various colour 
graphic forms. This service adds dimension to the 
analysis of statistics and includes many ancillary 
options for listing and transforming retrieved data. 


Further, EDDD provides retrieval services to meet 
specific user requirements for data on two other 
systems. It maintains the CANSIM Cross-classified 
Database that features statistical tables containing social 
and economic data, plus the Census Summary Data 
System that comprises 1971, 1976, 1981 and 1986 
census characteristics for various geographical areas. 
EDDD also distributes Census Summary Tapes with 
data from the 1961 through 1986 censuses. 


Microcomputer Products 


Subscribers to the CANSIM Main Base can download 
data directly to their microcomputers. In addition to the 
capture of tabular text output, two microcomputer 
oriented data formats are provided. Comma Delimited 
Format (CDF) and Data Interchange Format (DIF) can 
be provided to enable convenient processing and use 
with commercial spreadsheet software. EDDD can 
supply custom packaging of data on microcomputer 
diskettes, and has developed utility software for IBM/PC 
compatible computer for time series data as well as 
cross-sectional data. 


In addition to computer tapes, data from the 1986 
Census have been prepackaged on diskette along with 
utility software for ease of use. 


Bibliographic Search Services 


EDDD maintains an internal bibliographic information 
search service for its CANS/M Main Base Directory and 
Can produce customized directories or special searches 
on acost-recovery basis for users. A compact disc (CD- 
ROM) based version of the Main Base Directory is 
planned for release this year. This product will also 
include a bibliographic (key word) searchable directory 
to Statistics Canada publications.

Statistics Canada publications are included on DOBIS, 
an online bibliographic information system managed by 
the National Library of Canada. DOBIS contains detailed 
bibliographic descriptions of most of Statistics Canada 
publications from 1920 onwards, and all census 
publications released since 1851. The database is 
updated daily. Eventually, all Statistics Canada 
publications will be included to make DOBIS a complete 
information source for Statistics Canada publications.

CAN/OLE 


STATCAN, Statistics Canada’s Catalogue Online, is one 
of several databases made accessible through 
CAN/OLE, the National Research Council of Canada’s 
online information retrieval system. Updated quarterly, 
STATCAN contains complete bibliographic descriptions 
of most of Statistics Canada publications released since 
1920 and census publications dating back to 1851. 
Eventually, all historical publications will be described 
on the database. 


The descriptions are enhanced with abstracts and with 
keywords derived from the publication tables 
themselves. STATCAN is accessible in 1691 centres 
across Canada, _ including government, — special, 
academic and public libraries. STATCAN can produce 
tailored, comprehensive bibliographies of Statistics 
Canada publications on the topic of choice. For more 
information, contact the Statistics Canada Library, 
Ottawa or your local library.

Retention Guidelines 


Retention Guidelines for Statistics Canada Publications 
in Libraries are available to help libraries build 
collections of statistical information which span 
approximately ten years and contain the most recently 
revised data. Specific recommendations concern 
current serials and monographs. Also included are notes 
about the history of publications, and more general 
suggestions for discontinued publications. These notes 
are especially helpful to managers faced with space 
constraints and an array of publications with similar 
titles. 


Separate official guidelines for depository libraries are 
provided by the Canadian Government Publishing 
Centre. Managers of depository library collections 
should refer to these before discarding publications. 


The guidelines can be ordered as an entire set, or in 
individual chapters organized in catalogue number 
sequence. If further information or advice is required, 
contact the Statistics Canada Library at (613) 951-8219 
or Regional Reference Centres.
